LIVERPOOL, August3.—Atthe trial of Mrs. 
Maybrick for the marder of her husband, to- 
day, Dr. Stephenson, one ofthe physicians, 
who bad attended Mr. Maybrick, asserted that 
all of the patient’s symptoms indicated that 
he was suffering from arsenical poisoning. 
A nurse testified that when rs. May- 
brick tried to persuade her husband 
to take medicine he objected saying 
that it was the wrong medicine. On cross 
examination witness said that no improper 
food or medicine was given to the patient 
while she was in the house. Mrs. Maybrick 
had appeared tender and considerate in her 
treatment of her husband. A waiter at Flatt- 
man’s Hotel identified the prisoner as the 
woman who had occupied a bed-room in the 
hotel with the man Brierly. 

After the introduction of this testimony the 
prosecution announced that its case was’ 
closed. Sir Charles Russell opened the case 
for the defense. He made a forcible speech, 
in which he urged that the jury could not 
render a judgment against the accused based 
on a probability, even if supported by an ap- 
parent motive for the commission of a crime, 

there was a shadow of doubt. He would 
prove that Mr.Maybrick had been a confirmed 
taker of arsenic for years.

STORMS IN THE EAST. 


A Week of Rain in New York—Damage to 
Crops. 


” 

NEw YORK, August 3.—Notwithstanding the 
fact that it has been raining almost steadily 
since a week ago yesterday there is still no 
sign of clearing weather. About 8 o’clock 


this morning rain fell in torrents for 
about fifty minutes and flooded streets 
and cellars in this city and Brooklyn. 


The storm was accompanied by heavy 


thunder and , and in less than an 
hour nearly two inches of water fell. Trains 
on all railroads were greatly delayed, and had 
it not been for the fact that everything mova- 
ble had already been washed away, great 
damage would have been done in the coun- 
try districts. A dispatch from Taunton, 
Mass., says that the same storm visited 
thatsection of the country and that sewers 
were washed out, cellars flooded, streets 
gullled and factories compelled to suspend 
operations. A washout is reported on the Oid 
Colony Railroad between Taunton ana Fall 
River. At 2 o’clock the most severe storm of 
the season was raging at Nyack. The streets 
were flooded and travel and business sus- 
pended, 

Special dispatches from many points in the 
farming district within a radius of 100 miles of 
this city show general damage to crops by the 
unusually heavy rains of the last week. The 
total losses in New York, Connecticut and 
New Jersey will mount up to between $300,000 
and $400,000, and erhaps more. The 
potato and small fruit crops suffered 
Much grass that had been cut and 
stacked is a total loss from mould. Potatoes in 
many cases are ruinéd by rot. Grapes 
along the Hudson are badly injured. 
The situation is discouraging to the 
farmers because, owing to the forward 
spring and unusually good = weather, 
until within a fortnight they were confident of 
exceptionally large crops of nearly all kinds. 
Farmers in New York State are the heaviest 
losers. In the great dairy district of Central 
New York their losses in hay and small grain 
are particularly severe. In Connecticut the 
potatoes suffered most, although consider- 
able hay on the salt marshes and on the bot- 
tom lands along the rivers is destroyed. 
Truck gardeners are the main losers in New 
Jersey, although along the Walkill River and 
the Paulinskill considerable damage was 
done to hay and grain. 


Damage at Troy, N. . 


By Telegravh to the Posr-Disraron. 

Troy, N. T., August 3.—The city and vicinity 
were swept this afternoon bya terrific thun 
der shower and hurricane which lasted for 
several hours. Hundreds of cellars were 


flooded, trees were uprooted and the roofs of 
numerous houses were torn off. At Bussey & 
McLeod’s stove foundry the shop was flooded 
and nearly all the castings made to-day were 
destroyed. The molten iron had been taken 
from the cupola a short time before the storm 
oraterrible expiosion would have occurred. 
The damage done in Troy will reach several 
thousands of dollars. In West Troy the dam- 
age was even greater. 


Struck by Lightning. 


Tror, N. I., August 8.—During the storm at 
Center Cambridge, yesterday afternoon, 
lightning struck the farm-house of S. W. 
Wright, occupied by Edw. B. Brawnell and 
his family. The only daughter of Mr. Brawnell, 
about 10 years old, was instantly killed. Eight 
or nine persons in the house were prostrated 
by the bolt. The house was badly shattered, 
but did not take fire. 


Essex County, N. J.

NEw YORK, August 3.—The damage by the 
storm in Essex Cohnty, N. J., is estimated at 
not less than $500,000. No fears of any further 
damage are entertained, The cellars at Eliza-

NOT BEGGING FOR WIVES. 


Mayor Wheelwright of Tacoma Denies the 
Authorship of the Boston Letter. 


By Telegraph to the PoOsT-DISPATCH. 

Tacoma, W. T., August 3.—Mayor Wheel- 
wright, in his own handwriting and over his 
own signature, makes the following answer in 
reference tothe statement of Mayor Hart of 
Boston that he had written him a letter set- 
ting forth the advantages of Tacoma and 
Washington Territory for marriageable young 
women. Mayor Wheelwright declared that, 


although the City of Tacoma and Washington 
Territory at large offers special attractions to 
attractive and well-to-do, worthy young 
women, yet the letter purported to have been 
written by him to Mayor Hart of Boston is an 
absolute forgery. While there are enough 
single men inthe Territory to give a cordial 
welcome to a large number of bright, 
intelligent, good young women, yet the influx 
of some of the best of the fair sex from all 
quarters of the country and Europe is rapidiy 
remedying the difficulty by equalizing the 
proportion of the two sexes, and-the increase 
of native-born citizens corresponds to the 
sturdy character of the populationand the 
healthfulness and salubriety of the climate. 
He says there is room here for both sexes, but 
does not recommend that the surplus of the 
female population of Massachusetts or any 
other State migrate here ina body. But, he 
says, if some of the ‘‘choicest spirits,’’ who 
are able to return in case of disappoint- 


ment, will come and look over the 
field, he has no apprehension that 
they will ever wish to go back. 


By ‘‘choicest spirite’’ he wished it under: 
stood (having lived and married in Boston) 
that they should be sterling women who are 
not ambitious to be suffragists and who are 
willing to look upon matrimony a an incident 
rather than the main object of their lives. 
Teachers, housekeepers, bouse-servants and 
those who know how to take care of them- 
selves if they do not find any one to take care 
of them will find Washington Territory a place 
where virtue and energies will yield better re- 
sults than in the older communities, as our 
soll produces larger crops than any State or 
Territory in the Union. 


Taken Back to Norway. 


CIAO, August 8.—J. H. Johnson left 
Chicago for Norway, last night. He is charged 
with the forgery of notes for 40,000 crowns on 
Norwegian banks. Detectives guarded the 
prisoner with jealous care. Johnson, it is 
alleged, forged notes amounting to 20, 
crowns on the Hanar Credit Co. of Chris- 
tiania, Norway, and also a single note for the 
same amount on the National Bank of Chris- 
tlanla. Six months ago he came to this coun- 
try and was for a time lost sight of. He was 
traced to Nebraska, then to Chicago, and was 
arrested Thursday night as he was stepping 
from a train in Elgin.

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 8.—This morn- 
ing Maj. J. 8. Brock made a call at the Treas- 
ury, but learned that Secretary Windom had 
not yet had histalk onthe Bureau of Statis- 
tics matter with the President. Something 
will be known about the matter after 8 o’clock 
to-day. It is Ukely that the matter 
will be postponed for the present. On 
the other hand the appointment of 
Thomas Furlong is likely to be made. There 
is a general impression to that effect to-day. 
The onslaughts, it has been discovered, have 
been made upon him by instigation and have- 
done him good rather than harm. N. B. 
Talbot, President of the Maryland Federation 
of Labor, sent to President Harrison the other 
day resolutions passed by that organization 
protesting against Furlong’s appointment, 
and the following acknowledgement gent to 
Mr. Talbot seems to put Mr. Powderly in the 
light of a deserter:

Mr. N. B. Talbot, President, Baltimore, Md.: 

DEAR SIR—The President directs me to ac- 
knowledge the receipt of your telegram which 
has beencalled to hig attention, and to say 
that the appointment is not a presidential 
one, but is made by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, to whom the tel@gram has been 


referred. It is but fair to say, how- 
ever, as a matter of justice, that Mr. 
Furlong’s appointment has been strongly 


urged by leading Knights of Labor, among 
others Mr. Blake, the Chief Organizer. Mr. 
Powderly has withdrawn his protest, saying 
he had been misled and was mistaken.

Desertions From the Army. 


By Telegraph tothe Posr-Disrarcn. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 3.—Desertion 
statistics recently compiled at the War De- 
partment preseut the lamentable fact that the 
ariny’s greatest abuse is on the increase. 


The returns from company commanders show 
a total of 2,811 desertions during the fiscal 
year ending June 30 last. Th.s is an increase 
of 372 over the number recorded for the previ- 
ous fiscal year. The Commanding General 
and the Adjutant of the army are becoming 
disturbed over these figures. They are 
thoroughly alive to the necessity 
of applying a speedy remedy, 
but want to sure of their 
diagnosis. The returns are accordingly 
— critically examided with a view to first 
locating the companies from which the greater 
number of desertions have occurred and then 
determining the causes therefor. These ascer- 
tained, the remedy willbe applied that will 
most speedily effect a cure. There is no deny- 


ing thatthe harsh treatment of some officers 
is the true secret of many desertions. Nearly

Large per centages have also been discovered 
in other companies where the discipline was 
severe.

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RECORD OF THE DAY. 


Events In History Which Occurred On 
August 3. 


From Lippincott's Magazine. 

1492. Columbus set sail from the port of 
Palos, Spain, on his voyage of discovery to 
America. He had three small ships, manned 
by one hundred and twenty men. 

1667. Jeremy Taylor, an English bishop and 
authorof great eminence, died. He wrote 
many works on theological subjects, in which 
he displayed arich imagination and poetical 
genius. His sermons are notable for their 
imaginative fluency, but not for argumenta- 
tive force. , 

1777. Fort Schuyler, at the head of the Mo- 
hawk River, was invested by an army of 
British and Indians. Gen. Herkimer marched 
to the relief of the American garrison, but his 
force was ambushed and defeated with great 
slaughter. Gen. Arnold then marched to its 
relief. His force was small, but he sent on a 
spy with an exagyerated accuunt of the size of 
his army. On hearing this the Indians fled 
and the British were forced to decamp hastily. 

1792. Richard Arkwright, the reputed in- 
ventorofthe cotton-spinning machine, died. 
His righttothe patent was contested, and a 
verdict given against him in 1781. He became 
rich, however, and his son, who continued hie 
business of cotton manufacturing, accum- 
ulated a fortune immense for that period. 

1830. The first vessel to traverse the Welland 
Canal, now just completed, reached Oswego 
from Lake Erie, 

1857. Eugene Sue, a popular French novelist, 
died. He is best known by his ‘‘Mysteries of 
Faris“ and The Wandering Jew,’’ which 
works attained great popujarity and have 
been very widely read. 

1885. A tornado at Philadelphia did great 
damag >the northern part of the city and to 
Camden. Over five hundred buildings were 
injured, two steambonts partly wrecked, eight 
persons killed, and eighty-six injured.

Cheap and Quick Transportation 
Over the City Assured, 


Where the Road Will Go and the Sections 
to Be Benefited — Incorporators and 
Persons Actively Interested in the En- 
terprise—Where the Money Is to Come 
From— Thomas A. Scott Says the Work 
Will Begin in Sixty Days on a Part of 
the Road and Will Be Finished in 
Kighteen Months—History of the At- 
tempts to Secure Elevated Railway 
Franchises in St. Louis. 


FTER ten years of 
strugeling and many 
defeats the friends of 
elevated rallroade in 
St. Louis have at last 
succeeded in securing 
from the Municipal 
Assembly a franchise, 
and an elevated rail- 
road will be built, 
The passage of the bill 
| giving the franchise 
through the House of 
Delegates last night is 
described in another 
column. The majority 
: 8 — given it was a great 
surprise to every one, even to the pro- 
moters ofthe enterprise. The surprise was, 
however, exceedingly pleasant and caused 
the principal active workers to spend the 
night in celebrating the victory. All of the 
opposition that has been aroused to defeat 
the bills introduced in other sessions of the 
Municipal Assembly would scarcely balance 
the red hot opposition to the bill just passed. 
But the war waged on it brought out many 
friends whose aid was quite effective. 
THE BILL PASSED 
gives to David Reeves, Adolphus Bonzano, 
Sam. F. Scott, Alfred Carr, Aug. Frank, Laclede 
J. Howard and Thos. A. Scott, incorporated as 
the Rapid Transit Railway Co. of Missouri, 
the right to construct an elevatedrailway of 
two tracks of four feet ten inches gauge, with 
necessary sidings, turnouts and buildings, 
from the intersection of Washington avenue 
and Third street, or any city dlock

The company will pay the city $6,000 per 
year for five years for this franchise and 510, 
000 per year for forty-five years, and must pay 
$5,000 to the city before - beginning work.

A POSTAL REFORM, 


A Movement in Favor of Issuing Stamps of 
Higher Value. 


A postal reform in the shape of a radical 
change in the denominations of postage 
stamps of the value of 25 cents and upwards 
is being agitated in commercial and postal 


circles in the East. The movement has 
assumed importance from the advocacy of 
leading newspapers in New York aud Boston, 
who are making a strong editorial fight for 
the change. * 

It is claimed by the reformers that many 
foreign letters and packages require stamps 
to the amount of from to $20, and a great 
deal of domestic business is transacted 
through the Post-office Department which 
would be facilitated by the use 
of 1 50-cent and i1-cent stamps, if 
stamps of these denominations could be ob- 
tained. The dopartmont took steps to replace 
the 80-cent and 90-cent stamps by stamps of 
denominations conforming with the currency 
of the country as far back as 1873, but the re- 
form did not extend beyond the issuing of the 

ent postage due stamp and no very great 
material benefit was derived. 

During the year ending June 30, 1888, there 
were sold by the Post- o Department 6,150 
30-cent stamps and 1,550 90-cent stamps. The

His Honor Explains Sis Conduct and Thinks 
There Is No Reason for Delaying the 
Fourth Street Cable—Why He Was Sent 
For—Short but Spicy Talk With Mayor 


HERE now exists a very 
decided coolness de- 
tween the Mayor on one 
side and a committee, 
consisting of Messrs. 
Rohan and Vogel from 
the Council and Mesers. 
/Weinel, Stone and 
Blanke from the House 
of Delegates. This com- 
mittee was appointed 
under a concurrent res- 
olution of the Council 
a: and House and author- 
ized by both bodies to makeathorough and 
careful investigation of all matters concern- 
ing the People’s Railway Co., its franchises 
and ordinances. This resolution and the ap- 
pointment of the committee has been the 
cause of the non-approval of Mr. Greén’s 
bond of $50,000, which he was compelled to 
file before he was allowed to go ahead 
with the work of laying the conduits 
for the cable on the People’s Road. It will be 
remembered that when the work of tearing 
up Fourth street forthe People’s cable was 
commenced, the mandate went forth from 
the Mayor’s office ordering the work stopped, 
because the bond of $50,000 specified 
in the ordinance authorizing the 
ehanging of motive power had not been 
filed. President Walbridge of the Council was 
Acting-Mayor and he took the step with the 
advice of City Counselor Bell. Mr. Green re- 
fused to file his bond with Acting-Mayor Wal- 
bridge, but immediately upon the return of 


Mayor Noonan he filed’ the bond, 
which was promptly approved by 
him and sent to the * Council 


forapproval. There the bond was laid over 
and the committee to investigate the affairs 
ofthe road was created. The bond is still 
lying in the Council, unapproved. Yesterday 
morning the committee, with Mr. Rohan as 
Chairman, began its investigation. All of the 
ordinances in any way referring to 
the People’s road, were hunted 
up. The records of the House 


and Council were searched and the whole 
story of the fight over the western extension 
of the road revived. Finally, about 4 p. m., 
the committee had looked over and talked 
over all the information in its possession. 

Mr. Stone then suggested that as the 
Mayor had been more or less interested in the 
bond matter it would be a good 
idea to ask him for what information he pos- 
sessed, and atthe sametime get some Valua- 
ble suggestions. Accordingly 

THE SERGEANT-AT-ARMS 

was sent to the Mayor’s office to und him and 
ask him to appear before the committee. 


In a few minutes. the Mayor and 
the sergeant-at-arms marched into 
the committee-room of the Council. 


His Honor shook hands with each member of 
the committee and then sat down at the lower 
end of the long table opposite Chairman 
Rohan. Mr. Rohan commenced to explain to 
the Mayor that the committee was desirous of 
obtaining from him some infor- 
mation concerning the People's road. 
Belore Mr. Rohan had finished 
according tothe testimony of every member 
ofthe committee, the Mayor cut him off and 
said: It the committee desires to obtain any 
information from me, my office is always open 
and I can be found there. 

Mr. Rohan again went on to explain when 
his honor interrupted and said that Mr. Green 
was preparing to spend a million dollars 
on the improvement and the committee should 
not be obstructing the work. With that he 
buttoned up his coat, and, without another 
word, marched out of the meeting, leaving 
the five members of the Assembly in a very 
surprised and startled condition. 


MR. STONE 
of the House of Delegates said to-day: ‘‘It 
was at * suggestion that the Mayor was 
sent for. thought that he might be in the 
possession of information which would be of 
value to us, and might at the same time make 
some suggestions which would be of use to 
us. When he came in he shook hands with 
us all, and was very cordial. As 
soon as Mr. Rohan commenced to 
tell him what we wanted be froze up 
and in a moment interrupted Mr. Rohan. 
Finally after the second interruption he 
marched out in a manner which I cannot 
begin to describe. I was never so shocked in 
all my lite and was never before witness to 
such an occurrence. I know that we certainly 
meant no offense to the Mayor, and I, 
for one, am completely at loses 
foran explanation of his strange conduct. 
W hat construction he put upon our behavior 
in the matter I do not know, but Jam certain 
that he misunderstood us in some way.’’ 
MR. VOGEL, 

a member of the committee, said: *‘I was just 
frozen up stiff and for a little while 


ceuld not say a word. First 
Mr. Stone suggested that we ask 
the Muyor for information in his 
possession. Among other things we desired 


to find out what he had done in regard to the 
tracks on Park avenue, and whether or not he 
had given a permit for them. When he told us 
that Mr. Green was spending a million dollars 
on the work and that we had no busi- 
ness inteafering with him, we were all 
to say the least, very much surprised. Then 
when he marched out and left us we sat there 
like so many blocks of wood. What he thought 
we meant I don’t know, but lam certain we 
intended no offense, and were simply trying 
to do all that was expected of us as a commit- 
tee.’ 


MR. ROHAN, 
Chairman of the committee, said: ‘‘Weas a 
committee were instructed and empowered to 
make a thorough and careful investigation of 
ail matters connected with the People’s road 
and were doingall in our powertodo so. 
We had no obstruction ideas and no inclina- 
tion to interfere in any way. Our only’ 
idea was te investigate thoroughly in 
every direction and then make a report 
of the exact status of affairs without any com- 
ments or recommendations. One of the 
members of the committee suggested that we 
send and ask Mayor Noonan to come over and 
give us what information he possessed. I 
was not inclined to do so, but as the majority 
were in favor of it Linstructed the Sergeant- 
at-Arms to find him and ask him to come in. 
The Sergeant returned in a few moments ac- 
companied by the Mayor, who shook hands 
all around iu his usual cordial manner and 
sat down at the farend of the table opposite 
me. Then I went on in my capacity as chair- 
man to explain to him why we had calied up- 
on him. He interrupted me and said that if we 
wanted any information from him we could 
find him at his office, which was always open. 
Then lI went on again and he said that we 
should not be interfering with Mr. Green, as 
he was spending a million on bis road. With 
that he left us, much to our surprise, ina 
ee ~~, most ‘startling.’ e did it

MAYOR NOONAN

PRESIDENT HARRISON. 


Programme for His Reception by State 
and City Officials at Boston. 


Boston, Mass., August 3.—Lieut. -Gov. 
Brackett and Mayor Hart had a consultation 
yesterday with Mr. Walker Blaine and the fol- 
lowing plan and schedule and hours were 
agreed upon forthe reception of the Presi- 
dent: 

Adjutant- General Dalton, with two staff ot - 
ficers, will proceed to Fall River Tuesday 
evening, the sth. and board the steamer on 


which the President will arrive at Fall River 

onthe morning ofthe 7th. The regular train 

will be taxen for Boston, arriving at the Old 

Colony station at 9:05 a. m. On arriyal at 

Boston Lieut.-Gov. Brackett, accompanied 

oR he Mayor of Boston, will receive the Pres- 
ntatthe station. 

At 10 o’clock a breakfast will be given the 
President at the Vendome, at which will be 
present the Lieutenant-Governo:, the Mayor, 
the Governor’s Council, Senators Hoar and 
Dawes, the twelve Massachusetts Representa- 
tives, President Hartwell of the Senate, 
Speaker Barrett of the House, Collector Sal- 
tonstall, heads of departments and others. 
The invitations to the breakfast are limited, 
as the President wishes to avoid ceremony as 
much as ible. 

From 11:30 to 12:30 the President will receive 
the officers of the State and city, Federal offi- 
cers and officers of the United States army and 
navy and Mayors of cities at the Vendome. 
This will be by card, as Mr. Blaine intimated 
that the President desired to meet the officials. 

At 1o0’clock to 2:30 a reception to the public 
will be given at Faneuil Hall under the direc- 
tion of the city. Mayor Hart-will receive the 
President from the State officials and in com- 
with Lieut.-Gov. Brackett, who has. 
tendered an escortof cavairy to and from 
Faneuil Hall, will proceed to Faneuil Hall. At 
the conciusion of this reception the President 
will return tothe Vendome for lunch pro- 
vided by the city. 

Immediately after lunch the President and 
city officials witha detachment of cavairy 
outriders tendered by the State will take a 
ride in the suburbs, probably _ visit- 
ing Brookline and Cambridge, returning 
to the Vendome between 5 and 6 o'clock. 
During the ovens a band of 100 pieces Will 
play in front ofthe Vendome. The vicinity of 
the hotel will be illuminated by Chinese lan- 
terns. The President will probably appear 
onthe platform during the evening, but no 
speeches will be made. A detachment of ca- 
dets will be on duty during the day at the ho- 
tel as a guard of honor to the President. 

On the morning of the 8th the President will 
leave the hotel at 7 o’clock, proceeding to the 
Boston & Maine Station, where he will leave 
at 8 o’clock for Bar Harbor. Gov. Brackett, 
with afew staff officers, will accompany the 
President to the State line. 


NEW YORK’S POST-OFFICE., — 


Plaus in Contemplation for the Improvement 
of the Delivery System. 


New YoOrK, August 3.—Postmaster Van Cott 
is thinking over anew scheme be has in his 
mind for the improvement of the delivery of 
mail matter intended for foreign parts. He 
hopes to be able to arrange a system whereby 
merchants will be able to post letters within a 
quarter of an hour of the sailing of the steamer 
carrying the outward bound mail: This would 


be a big boon to the merchants. The Post- 
master would not tell the details of the plan 
yesterday, though he says he has not madea 
—_ that will justify him in revealing partic- 
ulars. 

He bas made up his mind pretty conclusive- 
ly that if the proposed new system of coilec- 
tion by carrier carts is introduced, the proper 
sort of mail wagon to use will be a tow-box 
wagon with a letter shoot in the roof for the 
reception of mail matter and a door at the 
back to enable carriers to get at the contents 
when the wagon reaches the station. Deliv- 
ery Superintendent Morgan has figured out 
that for seventy-five suck carte 100 horses 
would be required, with five stablemen to take 
charge of the horses. The horses could be 
fed tor from 15 cents to 20 cents a day each. 

Postmaster Van Cott has instituted a new 
rule directing an immediate delivery of let- 
ters received at the main Post-oflice on Sun- 
day. Heretofore the mail has been held over 
until the Monday morning delivery. The 
Postmaster has also made an arrangement 
which will convert the branch station in the 
Produce Exchange Bullding into a fullstation. 
The new arrangement will go into effect next 
Monday, and thereafter letters addressed to 
any part of the down-town district will be de- 
livered from the Exchange Station instead of 
baving to go through the main office as at 


present.

NEW MEXICO AND ARIZONA INDORSE THE 
SILVER MINERS’ CONVENTION PLANS. 


; cit 


Mr. B. M. Glasgow of Hillsboro Speaks of 
the Undeveloped Low Grade Mines of 
That District, and Tells Why They Are 
Idle—Competition Enforced With Cheap 
Mexican Labor. 


N connection with 
the call for the pro- 
posed convention in 
St. Louls of repre- 
sentatives of the 
silver mining indus- 
try of the United 
States, Mr. B. M. 
Glasgow of Hilis- 
boro, N. M., gives 
some very interest - 
ing views. His is 
also the first direct 
evidence from the 
New Mexico mining 
fields in regard to 
the desirability of 
holding such a con- 
ference. Mr. Glas- 
gow until recently 
was engaged in the newspaper business at 
Hillsboro, but his mining interests were 80 
large that he was compelled to retire from 
journalism in order that he might confine his 
attention to those interests. He is a young 
man, full of energy, and has given the mining 
sections of New Mexico careful in- 
vestigation, and is probably as well 
posted in regard to all of them as any 
person in the Territory. As a result of this 
investigation be thinks the mining future of 
New Mexico is very bright, and that the Ter- 
ritory would rapidly come to the front if there 
was sufMiient protection of the mining indus- 
try to give capital encouragement to under- 
take the development of the vast mineral de- 
posits. The wealth of New Mexico, he says, 
is not to be calculated by the failures that have 
been made by several St. Louis companies 
when mining first became a prominent feature 
in the business of this city. 

„There have been some very worthless 
properties placed here,’’ he added,‘‘and such 
deals asthatin the Sheridan, for instance, 
hurt St. Louis very much with the legitimate 
mining men of New Mexico. That, however, 
was some time ago, and, as some good invest- 
ments have been made since, itis recognized 
that St. Louis capitalists are now more careful 
and are engaging in mining as a legitimate in- 
dustry. 

IN REGARD TO THE CONVENTION 

I can say that if it is called on the proper 
basis and given ita widest scope and ifit is 
made one for the intelligent and legitimate 
representatives ofthe mining industry it will 
attract universal attention in New Mexico and 
Arizonaand will be generally indorsed. It 
will also, I think, be largely attended. I, for 
one, will say now thatI willbe here. It isa 
long distance to come, but we have direct 
connection with St. Louis, and, of course, re- 
duced rates on the railroads could be secured. 
Then there are many mining people who have 
business connections here and who would 
like to visit the city for that reason. There 
are many others also who have no local in- 
torests who would enjoy a visit to St. Louis, 
for the reason that it is becoming such a large 
mining centerthat toalarge extent the en- 
tire mining industry is attracted toward it. 

The protection of the mining industry is 
probably more important to New Mexico than 
to any other mining section in the country. 
Our mines are entirely undeveloped. The 
trouble is we lack capital, and outside capital 
has but little encouragement to come in. With 
silver given a reasonable part of its real 
value, say it was $1 to $1.10, it would be differ - 
ent. We could then go ahead even without 
assistance, and give our Territory the stand- 
ing it should have among the silver and gold 
producing sections of the country. We have 
a great many 

LOW-GRADE MINES 

which we are notabieto work because of the 
decreased price of silver, caused, not by the 
greatness of the supply, or, indeed, 9g ry 
which cap be claimed to be legitimate, but by 
antagonistic influences. Mining is, indeed, 
our one great industry, and we rely upon it 
fully, but we cannot do anything until some 
reliefis obtained. The proposed convention 
in St. Louls isan advanced movement, but it 
is one that deserves success and which will be 
generally ind rsed. Ot course there will bea 
weneral discussion of the industry, and sev- 
eral important questions will comeup. One 
of these is in reference to the importation of 
lead ores from Mexico. The manner in which 
it has been brought into this country is one of 
the greatest outrages ever committed under 
our Government. The idea of forcing 
our mines to compete with those of Mexico is 
preposterous. The New Mexico miners re- 
ceive not less than $8 per day, while those of 
Mexico are seemingly content with 30 or 40 
cents a day. There you have the contrast, and 
you can make the most of it. A great many of 
our low grade mines carry a considerable 

seen tage of lead, and if there was a good 
ead market, such as it ought to be, this prod- 
uct would enable us to pay our way and go 
ahead with our operations. But there is no 
use talking about 

COMPETING WITH sue LABOR, 

as that employed in Mexico, as it cannot be 
done. Asaresult, a great many of our mines 
are closed down, though if our products had 
their real value we could afford to open them 
up, and, lam satisfied, would strike valuable 
deposits as we increased the depth of our 
workings. Under these conditions, and in 
order that we may obtain relief, we certainly 
favor a conference of representative mining 
men, fully conversant with the subject, 
and who would discuss it coolly and 
calmly. Nothing could be better than 
such a convention as is proposed, We want 
to get down to the very root of the evil. Then 
we want permanent committees, local and at 
Washington, and we want to raise funds to 
make an aggressive fight, the same as it is 
made against us. There is not a silver miner 
in New Mexico or Arizona who does not feel 
just this way, and their interest is so great 
that they would attend the conference in 
large numbers.

A Poor Man's Appeal to Mrs. Mackay for 
Assistance.

NEW YORK, August 3.—Among the adver- 
tisements which appeared in a morning paper 
yesterday, under the head of personals was 
this one: 


Mrs. J. W. Mackay—Rembember Danito’s God- 
father, 1849. 234 Kast Fourth street. 

The advertiser is Philip Conway, a tailor 
with Brooks Bros., Twenty-second street and 
ae ag Mr. Conway was a boarder in 
1849, in the family of Capt. Daniel E. Hun- 
gerford the father of Mrs. Mackay and one of 
the Conways’ old comrades in the Mexican 
war. Afterward inthe civil war Capt. Hun- 

erford attained the rank of Colonel. The 
amily then lived in ahouse on Grand street. 
The present Mrs. Mackay was a little girl of 
7. She had a younger brother, 
Daniel, whom Mrs. Hungerford, who spoke 
Spanish and French as well as English, used 
to call by the pet name of Danito, the Spanish 
for Daniel. Danito was christened in 1849 in 
the French Catholic Church in Canal street, 
near Elm, Philip — — as his god - 
father, and his sister Margaret as his god - 
mother. Danito was some three years of age, 
buthe didnot long survive his christening. 
Mr. Conway was seen last evening at his house 
on the top floor of a four story tenement house 
at 234 Kast Fourth street. He said he remem- 
bered Mra. MacKay well as a child, 
and having read the notice of her return from 
Paris he had inserted the advertisement 
in hope that the daughter of his 
old friend might assist him, a poor man, with 
an insignificant portion of hermillions. He 
said he had chosen to advertise, rather than 
to write a personal letter, because he feared 
the letter would not reach its destination. 
He seemed alittie alarmed at what he had 
done and wanted to know whether any 
trouble could come out of it. 

Mrs. Mackay is at the Windsor Hotel. She 
was annoyed atthe manner of Conway’s ap- 
peal in advertising publicly instead of writing 
to her. And having left New York 
for California when 9 years of age, 
she could hardly be expected to re- 
member all of ber father’s old comrades. 
Mr. Mackay never takes notice of anything of 
thiskind. He has an average of fifty letters a 
day from people soliciting all sorts of favors. 
Some wanted to send their daughters to sume 
foreign conservatory of music or their sons to 
college, or to lift the mortgage from their 
houses or to get them positions under the 
Government or elsewhere. He has even been 
asked now to plead with Mayor Grant, whom 
he does not happen to know, to secure the ap- 
pointment of some persons to office, but all 
letters of this sort are thrown aside.
